MANILA, Sept 25, 1808—The U S gun- 


boat MoCulloch early this morning 
captured the steamer Abbfo in Subig 
bay. She is supposed to be the vessel 
which brought the arms from Hong 
Kong for Aguinaldo. The vessel had 
25 rifles on board when taken. The 
Filipino gunboat Bon Francises, which 
was lying alongside the captured steam- 
er, followed the McCulloch to Manila, 
her captain saying that ;b.e must report 
to his chief the fate of the steamer.

WASIHNOTOS, Sept. 2G —Acting Sec- 
etary Allen has received a cablegram 
rom Captain Goodrich of tho U. S. S' 
Newark, confirming the press report of 
he raising 'of the Infanta Muria Ter- 
isa last Saturday. The work was di- 
•ectly in charge of Constructor Hob- 
son. 
Now that tho Teresa has been 


raised Hobson has been instructed to 
proceed with tho work on tho Colon and 
jegin operations on thu liuina Mercedes. 
The Teresa will be brought north, 
•jrobably to Norfolk, as soon as she has 
jeen put in condition to undertake tho 
oyage. The wreckers w ho raised the 
Teresa have earned a largo sum of 
money under the salvage laws, it is 
the present purpose of the depailinent 
to place the Teresa in commission as a 
U. S. naval vessel, and following the 
English custom her name is likely to 
remain unchanged.

It is understood that the preliminary 


work of building the new government 
fortification and military poet at Ger- 
iish island will be done by the United 
States government under the supervis- 
ion ot an experienced engineer instead 
of by contract, as baa always been pre- 
viously done in the construction of like 
fortifications. This change is said to 
have beeu oau&ed bj the manner in 
which Uncle Sim has been "done" re- 
peatedly by unreliable firms. 


The work is to be done by the day. 


The govorument has already purchased 
machinery for tho w ork, and it now lays 
on the spot ready to commence work. 
The laborers, especially the skilled em-
